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parole board to explain within 24 
hours “why it: is discriminating 
against misdemeanor prisoners.” 
. @ parting shot, he warned the | 
oard it, too, might be abolished 
when the legislature meets again 
unless it “does something to earn 
its money.” 

Chairman Everett said he. would 
be happy to explain any of the 
board's actions to the house “with- 
out waiting 24 hours if it so de- 
sires.” 


Campbell's Talk. 

Members of the commission ap- 
peared little worried over Camp- 
bell’s talk, however — asserting 
that “we expect some opposition 
from time to time from persons 
whose clients have been turned 
down by the board.” Campbell’s 
two efforts to have clients paroled 
were unsuccessful. 

Campbell charged the board dis- 
criminated against misdemeanor 
prisoners. He said a misdemeanor 
prisoner has to serve six months 
-—-which is half of his total sen- 
tence—before becoming eligible 
for parole consideration. On the 
other hand, a felony prisoner can

Pittman-Lovett 
Affray Lasts

Tall, burly Senator W. Herschel 
Lovett, of Dublin, self-nominated 
spokesman for the small minority 
attempting to block prison reforms 
in Georgia, came off second best 
in a one-blow hand-to-hand battle 
with undersized Senator Claude 
Pittman, of Cartersville, in the 
state senate chamber yesterday 
morning. 

Slight, short Senator Pittman, 
grim and coolly intent on winning 
his fight, ripped the spectacles

Ordered Increased 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(AP)—The fanciest sorts of 
fried (or roasted or boiled) chicken will be a little cheaper 
next month, but as for the butter to go on the accompanying 


biscuits—well, maybe you can 
dinner. 


It all comes about through a' 


series of orders from the Office 
of Price Administration, changing 
ceiling prices on chickens and 
boosting the ration point-value of 


butter to 16 a pound, just a week's 


meat and fat allowance for one 
person. 

Drawn poultry, which is just 
about ready to go into the pan 
when the butcher sells it, comes 
down one cent a pound under an 
order taking effect on processors 
October 12. The slightly less ex- 
pensive dressed poultry—head and 
feet on—goes up a cent. 

Effective Sunday. 


The butter order, in effect Sun- 
day, October 3, reflect dwindling 
production which OPA said is 10 
per cent down this month com- 
pared with September, 1942. The 
point increase, frankly an effort 
to cut consumption, is four points 
per und. There had been two 
previous rises of two points each 
since butter rationing began at 
eight points, just half the new 
value. 

Point values of most popular 
cuts of meat are little changed 
in the new meat and fat table, 
which follows a processed food re- 
vision last night showing sharp 
in point value of numerous 
canned fruits. 

Standard beef, veal and lamb 
cuts are unchanged, but eight 
standard pork cuts, including cen- 
ter chops and loin roasts, go up 
one to two points. 4 number of 
lamb and veal variety meats go 
down a point, and 18 cuts, mainly 
such variety items as brains and 
kidneys, are made point-free. 

Increase on Cheeses. 


An increase of one point is ap- 
plied to several cheeses, including 
cream, cream cottage, swiss, bleu 
and camembert. 

Margarine is unchanged at four 
points. 

Heavier government demands 
are cited as reasons for the pork 
increases which boost center chops 
and loin center roasts two points 
to 11 a pound, and _ tenderloin 
one point to 11. Spareribs rise 
from two to four. 

The poultry price order gives 
housewives an 8% cent reduction 
in the ceiling price of “quick- 
frozen eviscerated” poultry, the 
reguiar packaged type sold by 
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Capitol City Grocery Co.

The poultry 
charges are passed on to con- 
sumers by the fixed markup pro- 
vision of the retail grocery regu- 
lations. Kosher poultry prices re- 
main unchanged. 

A decrease of 2 cents a pound 
for processors of quick-frozen evis- 
cerated birds is provided, together 
with the requirement that each 
bird sold be in the original pack- 
age in which it was packed at 
the time of evisceration stamped 
with the weight of the bird before 
freezing. 

Hard-scalded poultry which for- 
merly sold at grade A prices is 
brought down _a half cent a pound 
through a requirement that all 
such poultry other than ducks and 
geese be classed as grade B and 
grade C. Poultry which has been 
subjected to water hotter than 
135 degrees Fahrenheit for dress- 
ing is classed as “hard-scalded.”

State Sought 


An effort to force the state pur- 
chasing agent and all department 
of the state government to buy 
prison made products will be made 
in the house today. Speaker Roy 
Harris disclosed he would seek to 
add an amendment to house bill 
No. 2 to accomplish this. 

The speaker also said he would 
seek to clarify that part of the 
bill relating to the establishment 
of a central receiving station to 
classify prisoners. 

“This was not intended to force 
counties to send all their mis- 
demeanor prisoners, who would 
serve on their own county camps, 
to the state receiving center,” he 
said.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(#) 
President Roosevelt today formal- 
ly submitted to the senate for con- 


firmation the nomination of Ed- 


ward R. Stettinius Jr. to be un- 
dersecretary of state. 

The chief executive announced 
Saturday night his acceptance of 
the resignation of Sumner Welles 
as undersecretary and the appoint- 
ment of Stettinius to succeed him. 

The President also transmitted 
to the senate the nomination of 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower for 
promotion from his permanent 
rank of lieutenant colone] of in- 
fantry to major general. 
hower, supreme Allied command- 
er in the Mediterranean theater, 
now holds temporary rank as a 
full general, with senate confirma- 
tion. 

‘Three major generals were nom- 


inated to the temporary rank of 


lieutenant general. They are Hugh 
A. Drum, commander of the East- 
ern Defense Command; Ira C. 
Eaker, commanding the 8th Air 
Force based in England, and Bar- 
ton K. Yount. 

Brigadier Generals. 


Twenty-three brigadier generals 
were nominated as major generals 
and 65 colonels were nominated 
brigadier generals, all to hold the 
higher ranks temporarily. The 
permanent rank of most of these 
officers is that of lieutenant col- 
onel or colonel. 

Lieutenant General Drum, 
whose usual home address was 
listed as Indianapolis, Ind., now 
holds the rank of lieutenant gen- 
eral by virtue of his appointment 
as commander of the First Army. 
He is being nominated for the 
rank on a temporary basis in or- 
der that he might hold it in his 
new job as chairman of the Inter-

Pittman announced he would 
offer an amendment today after 
the third reading of the proposed 
bill, calling for the wiping out of 
the present three-man 
commission. 

“I know some think the board 
should not be abolished because 
the members were elected by the 
people, but the idea of our com- 
mittee is that if a man elected by 
the people falls down on his job 
and fails to do his delegated work, 
then he ought to be fired by the 
legislature.

After Pittman’s effort, in an 
hour of answering questions, Lov- 
ett asked for the floor.

Home Rule Urged 


For Puerto Rico 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(/) 
In the first major move toward 
implementing the Atlantic Char- 
ter, President Roosevelt today 
asked congress to grant speedy 
home rule for Puerto Rico includ- 
ing election of a governor now 
appointed by the Chief Executive. 

The President, submitting a 
home rule bill in a special mes- 
sage, declared “there is no ques- 
tion of Puerto Rican’s ability now 
to administer their own internal 
affairs.” 

This is the first major step to- 
ward self-determination for the 
islanders since the United States 
obtained Puerto Rico from Spain 
in 1899. The bill, however, pro- 
vides for a presidentially-appoint- 
ed commissioner general who will 
be responsible for the execution of 
United States laws applicable to 
the island. The insular legislature 
would have no power to override 
a presidential veto.

Meanwhile, farm and dairy or- 
ganization spokesmen warned that 
the administration is headed for 
another legislative battle with the 
farm bloc if it tries to broaden 
the food subsidy program. 

Edward A. O’Neal, president of 
the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, said farm leaders would 
seek legislation banning direct 
subsidies. 


Pace Favors 


Loan Rate Boost 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28—(/)— 
Contending present government 
loan rates of 90 per cent of parity 
on cotton, corn, wheat, rice, to- 
bacco and peanuts do not reflect 
increased labor costs, Representa- 
tive Pace, Democrat, Georgia, to- 
day proposed that the loan rate be 
boosted to 100 per cent of parity. 

He has introduced a resolution 
in the house to authorize the in- 
creased loan rate. 

“Present parity prices for the 
major farm crops,” he said in an 
interview, “are based on what the 
farmer was paying for his labor in 
1909.” 

“Today farm labor costs are up 
300 per cent from that period, and 
even giving the farmer a 100 per 
cent loan on his crop would Still 
not give him more than about 79 
per cent of a true parity.” 

Pace is author of a bill, already 
passed by the house and now in 
the senate to redefine parity so 
as to include the present-day cost 
of labor. 

“T estimate my bill would make 
cotton worth about 28 cents a 
pound,” Pace asserted. It now 
averages around 20 cents a pound. 

“Pending outcome of this effort 
to increase the loan rate,” he 
counseled, “it might be advisable 
for cotton producers to place their 
cotton in loans in order to be 
able to take advantage of any 
future increase in the loan or 
price.”

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Juvenile Delinquency 

Juvenile delinquency is a popular subject. 
Older persons seem to find a peculiar fascina- 
tion in discussing and analyzing the records of 
crime by young people. 

Nevertheless, much discussed as. the prob- 
lem may be, it is impossible to deny the prob- 
lem exists, in serious and alarming degree. It 
is, therefore, with unusual interest and fullest 
indorsement that the public reads of plans by 
Georgia Civitans to conduct a state-wide “good 
citizenship” program with the purpose of com- 
batting juvenile delinquency in Georgia. Active 
support and co-operation of all Civitan clubs 
in Georgia—there are 17, with seven in the 
Atlanta area—is sought by state Civitan leaders. 

With this program just getting under way, 
on state-wide basis, there is added interest in 
statistics, recently made public by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, on the changed ratios 
of arrests of persons under 21 years of age, in 
respect to type of crime involved and sex of the 
offenders. 

The statistics cover arrests under 21 in all 
states and cities and were compiled from the 
fingerprint cards received from local law en- 
forcement authorities at the FBI. The two 
years covered in the report are 1941 and 1942. 

It is shown, for instance, that, including 
all crimes, male arrests, under 21, showed a 
decrease of 3.6 per cent for 1942 as compared 
to 1941. On the other hand, female arrests 
showed an increase of 55.7 per cent. 

In every crime classification save rape and 
assault, female arrests far outdistanced male 
arrests, measured by percentage of increase 
over the preceding year. | 

Female arrests for homicide, under 21, for - 
instance, showed an increase of 29.6 per cent, 
while male arrests for the same crime decreased 
1.3 per cent. 

Female arrests increased for robbery, 9.2 per 
cent; for assault, 14.4 per cent; larceny, 27.5 
per cent; prostitution and other sex offenses, 
80.1 per cent; disorderly conduct and vagrancy, 
102.1 per cent; drunkenness and driving while 
intoxicated, 50.3 per cent. 

In only four classifications did male arrests 
show increase. These were rape, 10.6 per cent 
increase; robbery, 1.7 per cent; assault, 17.1 
per cent, and drunkenness and driving while 
intoxicated, 25.3 per cent. 

‘In seven classifications male arrests showed 
decrease, ranging from 12.9 per cent for auto 
theft, to 0.9 per cent for sex offenses. 

Possibly the reduction in male arrests may 
be attributed to the numbers of young men 
taken into the armed services. On the other 
hand, the increase in female arrests may be’ 
due to the greater activity of young women in 
business and industry. 

In any event, the inescapable conclusion is 
that if the Civitans or any others desire to 
combat juvenile delinquency, the point of at- 
tack should be on girl delinquents if best 
results are to be obtained.

“You can say for me,” said Senator Wheeler, 
of Montana, to newspaper reporters, on Tues- 
day, “that I am going right ahead with my 
fight to postpone the drafting of pre-Pearl 
Harbor fathers until January 1.”

Canned Food Warning 

Shortage and rationing of commercially 
canned vegetables and fruits resulted in home 
canning on a scale unprecedented in the his- 
tory of the nation, with thousands of house- 
wives who had never before engaged in the 
task entering upon it enthusiastically to pro- 
vide foodstuffs for this winter when supplies 
will be scarce and the prices of fresh vege- 
tables and fruits higher. 

Fearing possible danger of a wave of botu- 
lism poisoning, as a result of inexperience in 
canning, the Florida State Board of Health has 
issued a warning to housewives to make sure 
their canned fruit and vegetables are free from 
the germs of this dread malady, which is pe- 
culiar to all types of soil and transmitted pri- 
marily to low acidity vegetables. The same 
warning holds good as to canned meats, which, 
when spoiled, may produce ptomaine. 

Dr. Henry Hanson, state health officer, 
said botulinum bacteria is the most vicious 
enemy to combat in home-canned foods. Its 
spores are highly resistant to heat and the 
toxin it carries can-only be destroyed by high- 
pressure boiling. temperature. “Two-thirds of 
the cases of botulism reported since 1900 have 
been caused by home-canned foods,” he said. 
“Although the disease is not a prevalent one, 
the death rate is very high. Therefore, if 
there is any question about the condition of 
the food opened, no chances should be taken— 
throw it away,” he advised. 

Dr. Hanson said usually non-acid foods 
which have become spoiled have a foul odor, 
and should be discarded without being tasted. 
Green beans and corn appear to be the worst 
offenders. He emphasized that commercial 
canning had become so perfected that for 
nearly 20 years, with a few possible excep- 
tions, no outbreaks of the disease have been re- 
ported for commercially canned foods. 

The warning is plain—when in doubt, be 
safe, not sorry.

WASHINGTON PARADE

TREND TO RIGHT WASHINGTON, Sept. 28. — President 
Roosevelt’s latest appointments in the 
field of foreign relations emphasizes a trend to the right, which has 
been noticeable within the administration now for some time. 
In naming Edward R. Stettinius Jr. undersecretary of state and 
° Leo T. Crowley as head of the newly created 
Foreign Economic Administration, Mr. Roose- 
velt has drawn ‘from the ranks of conserva- 
tives outstanding men for service in highly 
important government functions. 
Coupled with the reported selection of. W. 
Averell Harriman, present lease-lend expediter 
in. London, as the new American ambassador 
to Russia, the appointments represent a definite 
veering away from leftist leanings, a label 
which conservative critics of the administration 
have used in plastering the President for some 
time. . 
Both Mr. Stettinius and Mr. Harriman have 
ie. -associations which are among the most con- 
BUS servative in the country. They are both sons 
of families of great wealth who have made good on their own. Mr. 
Crowley, though identified with the administration for a number 
of years as director of the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, 
is also a conservative and an administrator of proven ability. 
Before coming to Washington only three years ago Mr. Stet- 
tinius was the $100,000-a-year chairman of the board of the United 
States Steel Corporation, which is as conservative a business organi- 
zation as there exists in the country. 


BRAINS PLUS MONEY Now only 42, it may be true that he 


owes much of his rise to the’ head of 
one of the greatest industrial establishments of the country to the 
fact that his father was a partner in the firm of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. But it must be apparent, also, that brains as well as money 
is : prerequisite to the head position in an industrial organization 
so large. 

Mr, Stettinius has given ample evidence of his ability by the 
successful manner in which he has directed the huge lease-lend 
program. His service in that capacity, moreover, has given him 
world contacts, notably in Russia and in Britain, which offer suit- 
able training for the new diplomatic work which falls to his lot as 
the No. 2 man in the State Department. 

For one thing, his appointment, because of his past friendly 
dealings with the Russians, should dispel any doubt in Moscow 
about the removal of Sumner Welles as undersecretary. From their 
past relations with Mr. Stettinius, the Russians will know they have 
a true friend handling American foreign affairs. 


POLITICAL IMPLICATIONS But the other implications of 


the Stettinilis appointment are 
far more interesting politically. Mr. Roosevelt, sensing the ‘con- 
servative opposition to his past liberal policies, seems to be making 
a bid for support from right-wing elements of the country. 

It is difficult to see how he could have gone further in this 
respect than he did in the two appointments just announced. If 
the Harriman appointment is added to those already made, the 
picture will be even more complete. 

None of this is to suggest that the President has lost any of his 
past liberalism. His enthusiasm for reform is about what it has 
always been. It will probably be given new expression in the 
plans he ultimately will put forward for adjustment of the post- 
war world. 

But by incorporating in the government a greater sprinkling of 
known conservative leaders, Mr. Roosevelt tends to get away from 
the charge of his critics that he is a hide-bound left-winger. Such 
a charge simply does not hold water against dn administration 
which has in key positions men like Stettinius, Harriman, Crowley, 
Donald Nelson, C. E. Wilson, of General Electric; Genéral Knudsen, 
of General Motors; Attorney General Biddle, Secretary of Com- 
merce Jesse Jones, and a host of others who need not be named.

Let’s look at some of the fully 
authenticated examples of Japa- 
nese brutality in war. It is best 
that we realize the kind of beasts 
we must exterminate before de- 
cent men can again hold their 
heads high in pride of the human 
race. 

Let us look, for a minute or 
two, at the story of Changkao, 
which is in the Hanshou district 
of China, 

20,000 
Massacred. 

The Japanese were in retreat, 
following a Chinese victory in 
Hupeh province. They had de- 
stroyed and killed in every town 
and village along their route. 

Changkao was a_ good sized 
town. “Its population was increas- 
ed because of influx of refugees 
who sought safety there, when 
the Japanese had slain and smash- 
ed in their villages. 

Changkao is almost surrounded 
by water and, when the Japanese 
came, the wretched Chinese peo- 
ple, men, women and children, 
could not escape. The Japanese 
sent out patrol boats all around 
the city, just to prevent escape 
by any living soul. 

Then the Japanese soldiery 
were turned loose, with instruc- 
tions to kill, kill, kill. They were 
to use their bayonets, not to shoot, 
in order to conserve ammunition. 

For five days they wielded 
their bayonets on the bodies of 
the helpless people. They search- 
ed all the houses, the near-by 
woods and the paddy fields, try- 
ing not to let one escape. 

When the Chinese captured 
Changkao from ethe Japs, the 
*whole place was thick with 
bayoneted corpses, strewn about 
the streets, floating in the water. 
They found 20,000 thus slain. All 
the Chinese could do was bury 
their dead, but even so they fear- 
ed an epidemic. For there were 
sO many corpses. ...

There was a large hospital, 
where hundreds of British and 
Canadian soldiers, wounded, were 
lying. The regular wards and 
emergency wards set up in other 
rooms, were crowded with these 
wounded. Most of the nurses were 
British and American women, res- 


idents of Hong Kong, who had 
volunteered for this service. 


Many of these nurses did not 
survive their ordeal, when the 
Japs came. But a few did. One 
of these survivors told her story 
to Gwen Dew, a thoroughly re- 
liable American woman corre- 
spondent. Miss Dew tells of this 
interview in a book she has writ- 
ten, called “Prisoner of the Japs.” 


“It was 6 a. m. of Christmas 
morning that the Japs came.., .” 
the nurse said. “Colonel Dr. Black, 
who was in charge, went to meet 
the Japs. He stepped to the door, 
put his arms across it, and said, 
pointing to the Red Cross: ‘This 
is a hospital, and only wounded 
are here.’ 


_ “The Japanese, without hesita- 
tion or further examination, bay- 
oneted Dr. Black. Then the step- 
ped over him, entered, and bay- 
oneted Dr. Whitney, the doctor 
next in charge. 


“We had converted the audito- 
rium into an emergency ward, 
where hundreds of British and 
Canadian wounded soldiers were 
lying. These blood-mad Japs 
stormed in and, despite the efforts 
of all nurses to stop them, ripped 
the bandages from the wounded. 
Then they bayoneted and killed 
42 of these helpless men while we 
could only watch. 


“Then—then—they lined up all 
the nurses, all of us Volunteers 
from Hong Kong. They took away 
the first three, and they never 
came back. We kept asking for 
them, but they never came back. 
Then they took the rest of us, one 
by one, and raped us time and 
again. 

“They kept us in a small room, 
and whenever a Jap wanted us, he 
came and took us away. All 
Christmas Day. All Christmas 
night. I lost track of the times 
they used each one of us. Twenty- 
four hours of it—can I ever, ever 
forget it? 

“When the bodies of the other 
nurses were found,” Miss Dew 
writes, “it was evident they had 
been attacked and then killed.”

ONE WORD MORE

LACK OF VISION OR A RACKET? Councilman John 
White will introduce a 


paper to committee on Thursday which city council ought to pass if 
it is interested in the future of Atlanta. 

At the same time council ought to look closely into whether or 
not there ts in existence a plumbing racket as 
notoriously selfish as the moving picture pro- 
jection machine operators’ racket which council 
broke up some months ago. 


The paper which Councilman White will in- 
troduce would permit the use-of federally- 
approved plumbing fixtures in the reconver- 
sion of hundreds of Atlanta’s old houses into 


modern living quarters. 

It is not sub-standard, as claimed. 

It is not the best that could be used, but it is 
manufactured by reputable companies. It has 
been carefully investigated. It is entirely all 
right. It has been good enough for every other 
community to use. It is quite good enough for 
Atlanta and for the reconversion work planned. 

It is reported, and admitted, that some of 
these fixtures have been installed. 

The fact that other cities have used the 
materials; that the work and materials were cleared with national 
union heads; the fact that some materials have been installed, ap 
parently without permits, would indicate to the least suspicious of 
minds that some sort of a racket is in control or seeks control. 

There is no reason why Atlanta, of all the cities involved, should 
permit a delay in the wartime measure of providing housing. 

There is a dead rat in the plumbing and the people are begin- 
ning to smell it. 


GAINS FOR ATLANTA Under the act a home owner may 


apply to the government for recon- 
version. The conversion is being done by the government and by 
private business. 

What is happening, or what was happening, is that old ‘thouses, 
built in the days when people built large houses, are being saved 
and reconverted into modern apartments or duplexes. 

Many of these old houses are going down hill fast. Atlanta will 
gain a great improvement in housing which, with few exceptions, 
would be a liability within a few more years. In some instances 
these houses already are housing almost as many as will be able 
to move back into them, but the gain lies in an improved property. 

It is a much .more satisfactory program than building a large 
amount of wartime, emergency housing. This is true for a number 
of reasons. Such a program would use up critical materials. From 
a purely selfish viewpoint Atlanta gains by not having built a lot 
of emergency housing which, at the end of the war, would slip into 
slum housing because of its cheap construction. We do not need 
an additional number of “shotgun” houses and temporary stuff to 
add to the tenement areas we already possess. Surely this must 
be obvious to all concerned. 

The materials being used have been passed by the Federal 
Bureau of Standards, the Master Plumbers’ Association, by the 
supply trade and various other agencies. 

Other cities have gone ahead with them. 

Here in Atlanta someone has had the greedy selfishness, and 
the power, to hold up their use by the utterly unsupportable claim 
they are not good enough and might menace the health of the city. 

Surely council must see through this selfish scheme which ignores 


the city and its future. 


. 


5,000 HOMES There are about 9,000 persons yet to come to 
Atlanta. It is estimated. that about 4,000 of 
them can be packed into the already crowded city. 

Room must be found for 5,000 others. 

If Atlanta does not get them, the war plants will not attain 
capacity and the war effort will be delayed . 

An approximate $7,000,000 which is ready to be spent in At- 
lanta will not be spent if this work is held up. 

The contracts require that the union wage scale be paid. 

The entire program is at a standstill. 

It is known already that because of the petty -attitude on this 
program one large firm has gone to Memphis instead of locating 
in Atlanta. 

Atlanta has got to decide whether it will allow the war program 
to fail here; whether it will refuse to have hundreds of its old 
houses reconverted and made modern; whether it will improve its 
permanent housing as other cities in the same situation have done, 
or whether it will allow selfishness and greed, masquerading under 
the false cloak of health and sanitation, hold up the program. 

I don’t know for sure. Not yet. But I believe if council will 
look behind the scenes they will find a racket as bad as they have 
yet encountered. 

The people want to win this war, and they can't be fooled 
by false statements about materials which have been accepted by 
reputable agencies and by the Bureau of Standards. The people 
will expect council to do its duty. 


Men Never Forgive the Con- 


tempt of One Who Thinks 


Them Inferiors 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


. One basic cause of our evolution is not mentioned in history 
books. Though it is one of the chief factors in shaping human 
destiny, it is usually dismissed with a few words or wholly ignored. 

To get the background right, it is necessary to remember that 
Americans were Englishmen and proud of it. The rights they de 
fended so jealously were the “right of Englishmen.” They had 
always had local self-government, and they felt free. 

A few hundred aristocrats in or near coastal cities dominated 
the opposed popular education and democratic ideas. They were 
educated in England and wore the latest fashions and used the latest 
luxuries imported from England. They were, in short, English 
gentlemen, and were recognized as such by British officials. 

But the great majority of the Colonials were town mechanics 
and small farmers. None was dirt poor, for it was a land of great 
abundance and opportunity was limited only by a man’s sense and 
industry. 

But though they fed well, they were obviously not gentry. Few 
could read or write. They were unbarbered, carelessly dressed, 
uncouth, unwashed and smelly. Their dialect showed little regard 
for grammer. 

But they were free men, proud and independent, and felt equal 
to any man on earth. They judged men by the qualities needed 
to survive and thrive in a new land, still troubled by savages. 

That was the situation at the time of the French and Indian 
war, when many British officers came over to train and lead 
Colonial troops. 

These officers were gentlemen, used to the “spit and polish” 
and discipline of the British army. They had the power to whip 
soldiers and use them as servants. And naturally they were en- 
raged by the independence and “impudence” of the uncouth Amer 
ican soldiers who refused to regard them as superiors. 

They expressed their opinion of Americans—in public com- 
ment and official reports. General Wolfe called them “the dirtiest 
and most contemptible cowardly dogs.” Others called them “boors” 
and ‘filthy scum” and “ignorant louts.” Others said their “dis- 
gusting rudeness to ‘heir betters” was unbearable. And, of course, 
these officers, feeling so very superior, treated the Colonials with 
contempt and displayed an arrogance that bred undying hatred. 

In all lands and all times, men are infuriated by the words: 
“I’m better than you are.” And the free and proud Colonials, feel- 
ing the lash of the British officers’ scorn, never forgot and never 
forgave. They hated the British for “looking down on them.” 

It was this feeling, as much as their passion for liberty, that 
later prompted common men to join tax-hating’ businessmen and

Edges Nearer 
Final Success 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(#) 
The $15,000,000,000 third war loan 
edged nearer success tonight as 
the Treasury reported an addi- 
tional $420,000,000 in bond sales 
and a new total of $14,225,000,000. 
Four days remain to raise the 
$775,000,000 still needed. 

The department’s nightly tabu- 
lation showed New York at 101 
per cent of its $4,709,000,000 quota, 
although the state during the day 
voluntarily hiked its unofficial 
goal to $5,000,000,000 in an effort 
to spur individual purchases. The 
latest New~ Work total stood at 
$4.731,000,000. 

Rhode Island similarly raised its 
own quota last week from §$81,- 
000,000 to $90,000,000 and now is 
within $1,000,000 of attaining that 
mark.

Army Service 
CommandsMay) * 
Be Cut to Six 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS, 
Constitution Staff Correspondent. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—A 
projected reorganization of the 
Army Service Forces, which 
would merge the present nine 
service commands into six—with 
Atlanta doubtlessly being retained 


as the seat of one of the six— 
was being discussed widely in 
Washington today. 

No announcement has been 
forthcoming from the War De- 
partment, but it is understood here 
that the authority of the service 
commanding general, or whatever 
he may be called under the reor- 
ganization, will be broadened to 
such a point that he will be in 
command of all ASF activities in 
his area, including the operations 
of the corps of engineers and the 
ordnance department, both of 
which are now under a sort of 
autonomous rule. 

To Drop 3. Commands. 

At present, service command 
headquarters are located at Bos- 
ton, New York, Baltimore, Atlan- 
ta, Columbus, Ohio, Chicago, 
Omaha, Dallas and Salt Lake 
City. Three of these commands 
are to be dropped in the reorgan- 
ization, and the areas of the others 
are to be enlarged. 

It is considered certain here 
that two of those to be dropped 
will be Boston and Baltimore. The 
third, it is expected, will be Co- 
lumbus or Omaha. 

In some quarters it is believed 
that the Columbus command will 
be eliminated, the Omaha head- 
quarters shifted to Denver, and 
the Salt Lake City headquarters 
shifted to a west coast state, 
maybe to Sacramento, Cal. 

Large Cities Too Crowded. 

The leading cities of the west 
coast, from Seattle down to San 
Diego, already are considered too 
crowded to take on the burden 
of a population increase which 
would come with the service com- 
mand. 

The plan, it is understood, is 
being put into effect in an effort 
to save Army manpower, both 
military and civilian. It has been 
pointed out that the functions of 
the service commands have now 
reached such an orderly state that 
they can absorb the duties of the 
corps of engineers, the ordnance 
‘department, the procurement of- 
fices and less important echelons 
now operating over the country 
more or less independent of the 
service commander. 

Centralization Expected. 

Simyltaneously there would be 
a centralization of authority with- 
in the headquarters of the Army 
Service Forces here. The truth is 
that while command of all ASF 
activities is centered now in Lieu- 
tenant General Brehon Somervell, 
the headquarters of the ASF itself 
does not have a similar command 
over the arms of the service which 
are part and parcel of ASF. 

Such centralization would tend 
here to lessen the importance of 
the commanding generals of the 
services, such as Major General 
eh H, Campbell Jr., command-

Shake Atlanta Sky

Thirty-six Thunderbolts, the type of fighter plane which 
knocked down 22 enemy aircraft on a historical 800-mile 
‘bombing raid from England to Emden Monday, dipped their 
wings in a thundering salute to Atlanta yesterday. 
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Gigantic RAF 
Fleet Smashes 
At Hannover 


By GLADWIN HILL. 

LONDON, Sept. 28.—(4)—Mix- 
ing its punches with the skill and 
power of a champion boxer, the 
RAF’s great bomber fleet smash- 
ed the big German industrial cen- 
ter of Hannover last night for the 
second time within a week, quick- 
ly followed up yesterday’s Flying 
Fortress raid on the north seaport 
of Emden, and pounded the metal 
and machinery center of Bruns- 
wick. 

The air ministry said that the 
three attacks were made in “very 
great strength,” and that 38 of the 
big bombers were lost. Returning 
crewmen reported tremendous 
flames were eating through Han- 
nover, which bore the brunt of the 
assault. 

Raid Scope Expanded. 

The night’s operations carried 
a number of significant indica- 
tions of the greatly expanded 
scope of the Britain-based air 
campaign against 
Again the RAF switched its main 
objective hundreds of miles, keep- 
ing the Nazis scrambling to con- 
centrate their thinly spread de- 
fensive forces where they are 
most needed. 

All month the British bombers 
have been alternating in jabs at 
Germany's “jaw” around Berlin 
and the north, and her “solar 
plexus,” the Rhineland industrial 
area 300 miles to the southwest, 
with occasional punches at her 
“heart” around Munich, 300 miles 
south of the capital. 

Last night’s was the RAF’s sec- 
ond three-ply blow within five 
days. Last Thursday night it 
bombed the twin cities of Mann- 
heim-Ludwicsnafen and Darm- 
stadt and Aachen. Such a diver- 
sion of attack, with the empha- 
sis on one target, keeps the Ger- 
mans guessing right up to the last 
minute where to throw the bulk 
of their fighters. 

Hannover, site of the Nazis’ big- 
gest rubber factory, as well as nu- 
merous oi] refineries and motor 
factories, apparently has been 
marked for death, as was Ham- 
burg. A week ago the RAF rain- 
ed an estimated 2,000 long tons 
of explosives on the city, and last 
night’s attack was thought pos- 
sibly to have been equally devas- 
tating 

Emden, which may also have 
been checked off as an oblitera- 
tion target, is the terminus of the 


Dortmund-Ems canal, which car- 
ries war materials to the indus- 
trial Ruhr. It inherited much of 
the shipping that once passed 
through Rotterdam, and since the 
destruction of Hamburg it has 
been Germany's only big North 
sea port handling mainly mer- 
chant shipping. Wilhelmshaven 
and Rremen dare devoted mainly 
to shipbuilding and naval traffic. 

Last night’s attack meant that 
fust as Emden’s citizens were 
struggling against the fires set by 
the American Flying Fortresses 
some 12 hours before, a new del- 
uge of high explosives sent them 
again underground and augment- 
ed the destruction. 

Attacks Intensified. 

The raid on Brunswick, hit only 
twice before in the war, along 
with recent attacks on seldom- 


bombed places like Darmstadt and 
Aachen, showed that the RAF, be- | 
sides increasing the strength of| 
its attacks against the big centers 
like Berlin, stil] is expanding the’ 
scope of its operations. 

It all bulked into a comprehen- 
sive. over-all air campaign calcu- 
lated to cripple the Nazis’ will 
and means to resist. 

Special attention obviously is 
being paid to the enemy’s syn- 
thetic rubber production. The raid 
on Hannover was the fifth major 
blow at German rubber centers 
within four months. Flying Fort- 
resses struck at Huls in June, and 
in July they pasted the gigantic 
continental Gummiewerke plant 
in Hannover. Earlier in September 
the RAF made one of its satura- 
tion attacks on the Dunlop factory 
at Montlucon, France. 

Brunswick, although not knowfi 
to harbor a rubber plant, is im- 
portant for its metal and machin- 
ery industries. It is 53 miles north- 
west of Magdeburg, on the main 
railway line from Berlin. 

RAF intruder craft also bored 
into northwest Germany and 
over Holland during. the night 
and reported destruction of seven 
enemy planes. A small number of 
German planes were over eastern 
England, but the air ministry said 
damage and casualties were slight. 

Today's German war communi- 
que said 56 British bombers, most- 
ly four-engined, were shot down 
during the night's “terror” raids 
and that some damage was done 
to residential quarters. 
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The sensational new fighters 
flew over the city three times in 
the interests of the coming Atlan- 
ta United Community and War 
Fund drive for $1,204,670. The 
combined campaign, for. the At- 
lanta Community Fund and the 
Nationa) War Fund, will start 
next Monday. 

The deep-throated Thunder- 
bolts, growling the same tune that 
spells crashing doom for German 
fighters and bombers, literally 
whistled over the city and then 
landed at the airport after ex- 
cited “peeling-off” maneuvers. 

Thousands of Atlantans watch- 
ed the planes over the city, but 
the hundreds who gathered at the 
airport got a closer view and the 
thrill of seeing the planes climb 
straight upstairs. 

Flying across the field four 
abreast, the planes peeled off one 
at a time. The term in this case 
didn’t mean flipping over for a 
dive. It meant climbing almost 
straight up while turning to swing 
around the field for a landing. 

The planes were led in from 
Charlotte, N. C.. by Lieutenant 
Colonel Thomas J. J. Christian, 
361st Fighter Group commander, 
who had little to say about his 
duties as a bombardment pilot at 
Clark Field when the Japs blasted

Called Insult 


By Rail Men 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28—(/)— 
Spokesmen for train and engine 
operating railroad workers called 
an award of just over one-tenth 
of their wage demands “unsatis- 
factory” and an “insult” today and 
there were broad indications of a 
new labor crisis with the carriers. 

An emergency board appointed 
by President Roosevelt recom- 
mended an increase of 4 cents an 
hour, amounting to 32 cents a 
day in basic wages. The men had 
demanded 30 per cent or $3, 
whichever was highest in the case 
of each individual. 


Harry Fraser, president of the) 


Order of Railway Conductors, said 
the union’s headquarters in 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, that the pro- 
posal “is not in any sense of the 
word satisfactory.” 

He protested the board’s action 
in limiting itself to the 15 per 
cent total increase since January, 
1941, allowed by the “Little Steel” 
formula, which he said was “com- 
pletely out of harmony with 
changes in the cost of living.” 

He also said the award ignored 
increased hazards, greater pro- 
ductivity and inequities which he 
said resulted from “workers in 
comparable industries having re 
ceived increases which place their 
wages out of line with the rail 
rate.” 

This is the second major railway 
wage controversy. The demands 
of the 1,100,000 non-operating em- 
ployes are still unsettled. An 
emergency board recommended a 
boost of eight cents an hour for 
them last May. Stabilization Di- 
rector Fred M. Vinson set it aside 
in June and proposed instead a 
graduated scale of increases. 

The 15 non-operating unions Op- 
posed the Vinson veto, signed con- 
tracts with the railroads for the 
eight cents and appealed to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to approve them. 
The eight-cent hourly increase 
would cost about $204,000,000 a 


year.

Atlanta Missionary in Tokyo 


Remained for 6 Months of War 


By JANE NOLAND. 


Allowed to confinue her mis- 


sionary work in Japan for six 
months after the war started, Mrs. 
W. D. Cunningham, here for the 
district missionary meeting of 
Christian churches at the College 
Park Christian church, jokingly 


said, “If they ever bomb Lookout 
mountain you can. blame it on 
me.” 
The reason for this statement 
came out as she spoke yesterday: 
“The day the war began, two po- 
licemen, members of my Bible 
class, came and told me I could 
go about my business as usual, 
despite the fact that our countries 
were at war, but a routine search 
of the house was required. 

“They were hunting for cam- 
eras, firearms, and binoculars, of 
which I had none, but they found 
a picture postcard in my _ desk 
with a picture of Lookout moun- 
tain on it, and insisted that they 
take it for military purposes when 
they learned that a great battle 
in the War Between the States 
had taken place thefe.” 

Mrs. Cunningham and her hus- 
band began missionary work in 


1901 in Japan, and their mission 
was just across the way from the 
Emperor’s palace in Tokyo. 

“The day the war come, I was 
preparing my usual Sunday Bible 
lesson in my study, when a Ko- 


rean student came over to tell me 
about it,” she said. “All the 
Christian Japanese were against 
it, and many of the young men 
would fast for weeks before they 
came up for their military exam- 
inations to keep out of the Army.” 
In Doolittle Raid. 


The bombing of Tokyo by Doo- 


little on April 8, 1942, found Mrs.., 


Cunningham in bed, recovering 
from a broken leg and a head 
injury she had received when hit 
by a Jap truck while walking on 
the street. 

“There was an antiaircraft bat- 
tery on the rooftop of a building 
two doors down the street from 
our house, and machinegun fire 
was often heard in the city, so 
no one believed anything was 
wrong. When the sirens ‘started 
up, my maid left—as everyone, 
men, women and children, is on 
duty during practice air raids— 
but I still didn’t know it was 
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a bombing until the planes came 
over so low and we could hear 
explosions.” 

Mrs. Cunningham said the news 
of the bombing was _ suppressed, 
though the papers were allowed 
to say, that first afternoon, that 


the planes were American. 
“The shipyards between Tokyo 
and Yokohama were badly dam- 
aged—we could see the smoke— 
and there were many fires in the 
city, but we could never find out 
definitely what happened,” she 
said. “A rumor that was pretty 
widely believed had it that the 
Japanese commander of the air 
forces committed suicide after the 
raid, as his pilots,’ busy. eating 
lunch, never got in the air.” 
After her accident with the 
truck, Mrs. Cunningham spent 
three weeks in a Japanese hos- 
pital, where she said she had the 
best room, the best doctors, and 
the kindest of treatment. 
“Don’t All Believe in War.” 
“There are many, many Japa- 
nese who don’t believe in this 
war at all,” she said. “I person- 
ally, never received any hard 
treatment at all from them, and 
my Japanese friends still were 
loyal to me after the war broke 
out. In fact, after the bombing, 
a young Japanese doctor came to 


me and said, ‘You know, we de 
serve this.’” 

Mrs. Cunningham wanted to 
stay on in Japan and continue 
her work, war or no war, but, be- 
cause of her injury, her doctor 
ordered her back to the United 
States, and she came home in 
June, 1942, on the Gripsholm. 

“Funny thing,” she concluded. 
“When I left, I sold all my house-- 
hold goods, through the help of 
my Japanese friends, but I had 
to leave all the money in a Japa- 
nese bank, and for all I know, I 
may be buying Japanese war 
bonds as well as ours now.”

His marriage in China is an 
extremely fortunate one, and 
from the union there spring six 
children, nearly all of whom 
have conspicuously influenced 
the destiny of China. Several 
are now world figures: Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek, wife of 
China’s famous generalissimo: 
Mme. Sun Yat-sen, widow of 
the father of the Chinese Revo- 
lution; Mme. H. H. Kung, wife 
of the able finance minister of 
China: and T. V. Soong, finance 
wizard of modern China and 
now assigned to special duty in 
the United States. 

No family of our time any- 
where in the world has become 
more distinguished. And this 
little volume relates in compact 
form their notable accomplish- 
ments.—Arva C. Floyd.

Call Baseball 


Non-Essential 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(/) 
Baseball is not ground for occu- 
pational deferment, Selective 
Service headquarters said yester- 
day, and baseball players of draft 


age who are fathers will be class- 
iied 1-A when their order numbers 
are reached, unless there are other 
reasons for deferment such as ex- 
treme hardship to dependents or 
physical defects. 

Baseball is in the no man’s land 
between the list of essential in- 
dustries and the list of nondefer- 
rable occupations. 

Headquarters declined to esti- 
mate how seriously the new fa- 
ther draft regulations will affect 
professional baseball, but it -was 
made clear that players between 
18 and 38 who have been deferred 
because of dependency have no 
assurance of staying out of the 
armed forces after October 1, 
when dependency ceases to be a 
ground for deferment. 

Draft officials were asked to 
clarify the baseball situation be- 
cause of the case of Al Zarilla, of 
the 6t. Louis Browns, who was 
classified 1-A by his Los Angeles 
draft board. He is married and 
has a three-year-old daughter. A 
club official said today Zarilla has 
left the Browns to report to a 
California war job. 

Selective Service said Zarilla 
has the right to appeal his 1-A 
classification within 10 days, and
